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WEEKLY ROUNDUP OF WORLD PRODUCTION AND TRADE “i Supplement 12-83 


WASHINGTON, December 13--The Foreign Agricultural Service of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture today reported the following recent 
developments in U.S. agricultural trade: 


U.S. AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS 


U.S. agricultural exports during October 1983 totaled $3.2 billion, 
up 10 percent from the same month a-year earlier. Total agricultural export 
volume in October reached nearly 12 million tons, marginally below the year- 
-earlier level. Higher prices for corn and soybeans and larger shipments of 
wheat (compared to last October) primarily contributed to this October's high- 
er export value. 


U.S. exports of wheat (excluding products) in October 1983 rose 17 
percent above last year's level to 3.1 million tons, primarily reflecting 
larger exports to the Soviet Union. The wheat export unit value in October of 
$164 per ton was up 4 percent from last October's level. The total value of 
wheat exports in October was up 21 percent from last October to $513 million. 


U.S. corn exports in October 1983 fell 7 percent compared with the 
previous October to 3.9 million tons, primarily reflecting lower shipments to 
Korea and Japan. The corn export unit value of $148 per ton was up 47 percent 
from the previous October. The value of corn exports in October totaled $582 
Million, up 38 percent from last October, 


U.S. soybean shipments in October fell 28 percent to 1.8 million 
tons, reflecting lower exports to the European Community. Soybean export unit 
values averaged $307 per ton in October, up 38 percent from the previous Octo- 
ber. Total soybean export value in October was $565 million, down 1 percent 
from a year-earlier. 


U.S. raw cotton shipments in October dropped 11 percent to 274,000 
bales, mostly reflecting smaller exports to Hong Kong and Taiwan. Cotton ex- 
port unit value in October was up 9 percent. The value of U.S. cotton exports 
in October totaled $90 million, down 3 percent from last October, 


Export volumes and values were above October a year ago for wheat 
flour, rice, feeds and fodders, sorghum, soybean meal and fresh citrus, among 
others.- Export volumes and values were below October a year ago for soybean 
oil, tobacco, poultry meat, tallow, and fresh, non-citrus fruit, among others.

AGRIQULTURAL IMPORTS 


U.S. agricultural imports during October, the first month of fiscal 
year 1984, stood at $1.52 billion, edging up 2 percent from October 1982. 
Higher import values for unmanufactured tobacco, fresh fruit, vegetables, wine 
and rubber and allied gums more than offset import declines in the value of 
beef and veal, fruit juices, sugar, coffee and cocoa and products. Overall, 
October's increase was rather broad-based with 32 of the 53 major agricultural 
import categories showing increases over year-ago levels. During the previous 
month of September, only 24 categories showed increases. A strong dollar and 
a strengthening U.S. economy are continuing to contribute to the growth in 
America's agricultural imports. 


Horticultural product imports, led by fresh fruit, vegetables (fresh 
and processed) and wine, are primarily responsible for the strength of Octo- 
ber's imports. Fresh fruit imports -- valued at $69.9 million -- edged up 13 
percent over the same month a year ago, the result of a 9-percent rise in im 
port volume and a 3-percent rise in import unit values. Vegetable imports 
were a big gainer in October, growing in value by 41 percent over year-ago 
levels to $60 million. The value of U.S. wine imports continues to climb -- 
up 21 percent in October -- following similar increases in August and Septem- 
ber. 


October imports of sugar and tropical products, led by sugar, cocoa 
and products and coffee, showed a collective $45-million, or 7-percent, de- 
cline over October 1982 levels. Sugar imports dropped in value by 27 percent 
to $120 million, solely on lower volume as import prices actually rose over 
those of a year ago. Similar developments occured for cocoa and coffee as 
Sizable declines in volume were only partially offset by increases in import 
prices. The import value of cocoa for October was $56 million, running 10 
percent behind last year while coffee imports were valued at $284 million, 
running 11 percent behind last year's figure.
